Ina short time the parlour door 
was thrown open, a man belonging to the artillery entered, and 
perceived a heap of something lying behind the doors he a 
tempted to liftitap, when he found it tobe part of a haman 
body. A second body, which proved to be that of a female, was 
found stretched in the same place, although not so much burnt, 
A further investigation of the premixes now took place, when it 
was perceived that blankets had been nailed. ap against every 
window, as if to conceal the sppearaver of the flames withine 
Fire hed been communicated tn three differeat places,—the 
parlour en the ground floor, the bed-chamber ou the first floor, 
and the bed-chamber on the second fluor, ‘Vhe drawers. about 
the house were found stauding open, wid articles of apparel were 
lying about. Inthe kitchen, some silver utensile were strewed 
on the floor, At brewk of day, the bodies of Mr. Parker and his 
servant were examined. The former was burat nearly to 4 
cinders; the left leg and foot, on which there were a black silk 
stocking and a shoe, enly remained entire.
